BROKEN BOW, Neb, Jan. 1k—{Bpe-
ol )—With the sending of George and
Pearl Howitt, ages 7 and 12 years, ra-
spectively, to the Board of Control for
Dependent Children at  Lincoln, there|
eama to lght & story of destitution and
neglect that has scidom been equaled in
the county.
